ffith  such  musical  institutions  within  the  state,  msic  gained  a 
tremendous  inpetus  with  the  local  populace.    Too,  this  enthusiasm 
for  musical  learning  srpread  far  and  wide.    It  may  well  he  said 
that  these  centers  of  learning  are  the  fountain  head  of  the 
■ajority  of  later  organized  splendid  imisical  Institutions  in  the 
■any  parts  of  the  nation.    ?or,  as  thousands  of  students  came  to 
Boston  each  year  (the  New  England  Conservatory  alone  enrolled 
over  ^,000  per  year)  so  thousands  returned  to  their  home  states 
with  their  new  found  skill  a.    But  not  all.    Many  found  employ- 
ment in  Massadiusetts  and  remained.    These  musicians,  added  to 
the  multitude  of  native  sons  and  dau^ters,  formed  a  profes- 
sional group  which  for  years  depmided  on  music  as  a  livelihood 
within  the  "borders  of  Massachusetts;  and,  in  many  instances,  thecr 
supplied  the  instrumental  masic  for  the  greater  portion  of  Hew 
Englajid. 
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2  -  19*^0  as  a  year  of  crises  in  nnislc  inf'ustiy. 

Daiing  the  first  Ifaree  decades  of  the  twentieth  century,  niuslc 
employment  was  so  alTundant  in  this  state,  for  instrumentalists 
in  particular,  that  the  demand  exceeded  the  supply.  The  daief 
source  of  employment  was  in  the  theatre  liasiness.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  at  least  3»000  msicians  were  employed  in  the  theatre 
alone  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts* 

The  adrent  of  mechanical  music  such  as  the  "talkies",  the  radio, 
the  "juke"  "box,  piped  music,  et  cetera,  caused  unemployment  of 
thousands  of  musicians  in  this  state* 

1930  was  approximately  the  time  when  so-called  canned  music  "be- 
gan to  make  itself  felt  in  the  music  txisiness.    For  this  reason 
1930  is  takeu  as  demarcation  point  of  conditions  as  they  were 
and  as  they  e^re.    While  the  theatre  pits  were  f  oraerly  aliye  with 
musicians,  these  pits  are  now  empty  and  the  "talkies"  supply 
music  from  celluloid  rolls.    Where  even  the  inexpensive  restaur- 
ant formerly  rated  a  small  platform  for  its  entertaining^  musi- 
cians, we  today  find  no  podium  "but  a  "j\ike"  "box,  or  a  radio,  or 
a  pip ed-ffluslc- loud- speaker.    Where  the  dance  hall  formerly  em- 
ployed musicians,  today  a  nickel-in-the-slot  machine  serves  the 
purpose. 

Throughout  this  "blitzkrieg  of  canned  music,  well  trained  and 
seasoned  musicians  to  the  numljer  of  thousands  watched  their 
livelihood  vanish,

A  "breakdown  of  the  musicians  employed  in  greater  Boston  at 
that  time  will  show  the  picture  and  vaudeville  houses  as  employ- 
ing approximatftLy  U50  instiumentalists. 
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AFTSR  -  As  of  today,  21+  nnisicians  are  es^jloyed  in  the  picture 
and  vaudeville  houses  of  greater  Boston.

1,09  orgaixists  were  siinaltaneously  employed  in  the  picture  and 
Taudeville  houses  in  greater  Boston. 

ATTgB  -  Today,  no  organists  are  employed  in  the  theatres  of 
greater  Boston. 

BBPORS 

!rhe  S  legltiBiate  theatres  in  Boston  at  that  time  had  orches- 
tras of  at  least  10  nnxslcians  a  piece,  a  total  mlniraum  of  80  musi- 
cians on  full  time. 

AfTfiR  -  At  the  present  time  there  are  nerer  more  than  3 

legitimate  theatres  open  at  a  time  and  then  usually 
irith  a  six  piece  orchestra,  a  total  of  18  musicians 
eoployed. 

BagQBB 

The  theatres  of  the  10  larger  cities  and  tovms  outside 
Boston  undoulDtedly  eiaployed  approximately  1.500  Instrumentalistg 
on  full  time. 

ATTgR  -  It  is  estimated  that  as  of  this  date  there  are 

approximately  60  musicians  es^loyed  in  the  theatres 
of  Massachusetts  outside  Boston,  on  part  time  or  3 
days  a  week  contracts. 

BaPOHS 

Choral  societies  were  functioning  in  most  every  little  town 
in  the  state.  Each  of  these  societies  would  present  two  or  three 
concerts  per  year.

Althoo^  the  general  nusic  Tausineas  had  deteriorated  throufrh  the 
years,  our  oatrance  into  the  war  almost  wiped  out  50^  of  T?hat 
lusic  Inisiness  that  re&tained.    We  may  cite  as  an  exanzple  that  one 
contracting  aausidan  alone,  ^o  had  a  large  miraber  of  weddings 
assi^ed  for  the  next  ensuing  months,  received  cancellation  of  39

ausic  Iniainess  remained  hare  Tlrtoally  "been  wiped  out. 
U  -  Radio  Industry. 

Thou^  a  snail  nuinber  of  msiciaas  are  «iployed  hy  some  radio 
stations,  nationwide  hookups  constituting  tiie  "bulk  of  "live"  Tsroad- 
casting  hardly  erer  originate  in  the  State  of  Uassaohusetts. 
5  -  High  Age  Level. 

The  average  age  of  the  musicians  now  es^loyed  on  the  Massachusetts 
fPA  lixsic  Project  is  U9.3  years. 

The  average  experience  in  private  industiy  of  these  imieicians  is 
27  years. 

The  average  aasioal  education  of  these  musicians  is  7  years. 
This  hi^  age  level  coupled  with  their  many  years  of  occupation  as 
pzefessional  musicians  has  (a)  o'bstructed  their  adaptahility  to  any 
other  type  of  mrk  Cb)  made  them  a  cultural  asset  in  their  chosen 
profession  while  engaged  on  this  Project.

2.  How  personnel  is  choaen  for  employment. 

(a)  Belief  status. 

Of  the  total  enrployment  of  535  as  of  this  date,  53^  s-^®  certified 
for  relief  and       employed  in  supervisory  capacity,  are  of  a  non- 
relief  status.    This  is  an  extremely  hi^  relief  personnel  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  an  organization  such  as  a  nnisic  proj  ect  is 
of  a  hi^ily  technical  character.    The  fact  that  a  technically 
complicated  pro  J  ect  such  as  this  can  operate  with  practically  an 
entire  relief  personnel  is  evidence  of  the  varied  misical  dcills 
otherwise  unentployed* 

(h)  Interview. 

Ifpon  application  for  woife,  each  individual  is  interviewed  in  de- 
tail as  to  his  general  and  musical  education;  and  a  detailed 
statement  is  presented  as  to  his  experiesace  in  the  private  music 
'business*    Such  interview  is  retained  as  a  part  of  the  individ- 
ual's iaersonnel  record  (see  ifPA  Form  39-A,  Sxhihit  a), 
(c)  Auditions. 

Each  musician  applying  for  work  must,  ytior  to  acceptance,  tB 
examined  "by  project  Audition  Soard.    Such  auditions  are  held  in 
order  to  determine  the  applicant's  msi  cal  ahlllty  and  current 
skill. 

Audition  Board  memhers  are  chosen  "by  the  State  Supervisor  from 
seasoned  qualified  msicians  not  connected  vrith  the  W.P.A.  The 
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iudition  Soard  ezsaines  the  individual  in  piirate  session; 
notes  its  findings  on  Form  MMP-^K)  (See  Exhibit  "b);  and  makes 
its  recommendations  to  the  State  Sapervisor,    This  record 
(yorm  MMP-i^O)  signed  "by  the  Audition  Board  memTsers,  is  re- 
tained in  the  personnel  file  for  the  particular  individcial, 
(d)  Assignment  conditions. 

Assigim^t  of  a  mslcian  to  this  project  takes  place  onl7  as  a 
result  of  the  following  three  conditions:

2*    Interview,  showing  satisfactory  msical  hackgrcund, 
3.    Atidition  Soard  examination  indicating  a  passing  grade 
fer  current  musical  aMlity  and  skill* 
An  individual  who  has  failed  in  his  examination  liefore  the  Audi- 
tion Board  is  not  considered  eligible  for  employment  on  this 
project* 

The  recommendations  of  this  Board  of  piivate  citizens  have  always 

been  followed  to  the  letter. 
(3)  How  types  of  units  are  formed* 

(a)  According  to  individual  musical  caTJaeities. 

With  more  than  995^  of  the  personnel  "being  chosen  from  the  re- 
lief ranks  only,  the  types  of  units  formed  are  necessarily  de- 
pendent on  the  types  of  masicians  supplied  from  the  relief  rolls* 
Thus,  in  a  community  where  there  is  an  abundance  of  musicians 
accustomed  to  band  work,  it  is  but  natural  to  form  an  organiza- 
tion of  the  band  type.    Should  string  players  be  available,  then 
an  orchestral  grofsp  would  be  formed.    In  other  words,  types  of 
units  cannot  be  pre-determined  but  are  the  result  of  the 
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particrolar  skills  of  the  assigned  employees  and  as  availatle 
on  relief  rolls, 
("b)  According  to  eonmanity  n»eds. 

The  commanity  needs  will  farther  determine  the  type  of  unit 
organised.    Whereas  an  orchestra  may  under  certain  conditions 
"be  more  useAil  as  in  the  shape  of  a  concert  orchestra,  other 
conditions  may  show  the  need  for  an  organization  to  supply 
dance  music  and  recreational  services.    A  hand  may  in  certain 
instances  "be  useful  in  the  shape  of  a  concert  hand,  ubile 
under  other  conditions  its  instrumentation  may  he  of  more 
service  if  that  of  a  military  hand. 

In  each  case  individual  and  commanlty  needs  are  ajudged  for 
the  hest  servicing  hy  the  project. 

Changes  in  unit  tgrpes  have  heen  more  prevalsat  during  the 
last  year  hecsaise  of  the  gmdxial  shifting  of  our  project  activi- 
ties from  civilian  comnKinity  needs  to  the  needs  of  the  military 
forces. 

Thas,  recurrent  reductions  in  personnel  consideration  has  heen 
given  to  the  retaining  of  handsmen,  in  particular,  and  to  such 
indlvidoals  and  groups  who  are  adaptahle  to  service  to  the 
armed  forces.

Types  of  Services. 

TTsefolness  to  the  commxnity  life  has  always  guided  the  type  of  services 
rendered.    During  the  past  years  of  its  existence,  the  Massachusetts  fPA 
Music  Project  has  found  a  variety  of  profitable  fields  in  the  oomnonity 
life.    Whereas  in  the  early  days  the  emphasis  was  entirely  on  the  servic- 
ing of  the  civill(|^  population,  the  main  emphasis  during  the  past  year 
and  a  half  has  more  and  more  heen  placed  on  defense  and  war  activities  in 
our  state. 

1.    ffar  Services 

In  the  developmeat  of  the  defense  activities  prior  to  the  declara- 
tion of  war,  it  was  soon  discovered  that  the  military  forces,  with  the 
United  States  Army  and  United  States  Marine  Corps  in  parti cular»  were 
destitute  of  musical  services  within  their  own  organizations  to  proper- 
ly service  military  exercises,  not  to  mention  morale  huilding. 

The  Boston  Harljor  forts*  nine  in  number  and  scattered  over  a  con- 
siderahle  area,  had  (and  still  has)  one  resident  hand;  and  this  hand 
irat  depleted  during  peirt  of  the  winter  months  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  could  not  function  for  the  required  purposes.    Only  recently  tho 
Warrant  Officer  of  this  hand  asked  oxir  assistance  in  servicing  Salis- 
>ary  Beach  Coast  Artillery  Station  in  the  far  northern  part  of  the  State. 

Tort  Bodman,  Haw  Bedford,  with  a  complement  of  some  9OO  soldiers,  has 
had  no  musical  organization  available  within  its  raziks.

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Salls'buiT'  Bead!  Coast  Artllleiy  Station  has  had  no  masical  organi- 
sation within  its  ranks* 

WestOTer  Field  idth  a  personnel  of  many  thousands  has,  tmtil  very 
recently,  had  no  moslcal  organisation  oomiected  therewith. 

The  numerous  anti-aircraft  detachments,  air-corps  schools  and  other 
service  groups  haye  no  musical  facilities. 

fhe  a'bove  are  Just  a  few  examples  of  the  exLstlBg  opportunities  for 
war  service  hy  this  Project,  a  searvice  which  was  eagerly  accepted  "by 
the  militaxy  authorities. 

a.    Participation  in  military  eTercises* 

Guard  mount,  retreat,  inspections  and  other  military  ceremonies 
require  music  as  an  inportant  ingredient.    It  has  "been  our  privi- 
lege to  serve  as  post  "bands  in  the  various  military  esta'blishmeeits 
(as  detailed  "below).    Also,  a  great  deal  of  our  activity  has  con- 
cerned itself  with  playing  for  drill  in  many  of  the  cantonments, 
as  well  as  furnitfeing  music  for  calisthenics  and  setup  exercises, 
"b.    teisic  as  factor  in  "buildihg  of  morale. 

While  the  ahove  services  have  "been  acknowledged  "by  the  military 
authorities  (as  detailed  "below)  as  definite  morale  "builders,  there 
are  other  types  of  aotivitles  which  definitely  are  classified  as 
such;  91  ch  as  furnishing  music  for  dances;  ritual  music  for  chapel 
services;  concerts;  comimmlty  sings;  music  in  mess  halls;  instruo- 
tors  for  drum  and  "bugle  corps  among  enlisted  men;  conductors  for 
glee  oLu'bs  among  enlisted  men;  tuners  for  the  many  pianos  within 
encashments,  et  cetera. 

These  our  services  have  speeded  up  the  preliminary  training  of  the 
selectees  and  has  so  "been  acknowledged  "by  the  military  authorities;  it 
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has  aided  in  providing  contentment  among  those  xmased  to  military  life 
(it  should  "be  remenibered  that  in  many  instances  soldiers  are  marooned 
in  a  fort,  even  an  island  fort,  for  tw«ity  days  at  a  time  without  fur* 
lou^) ;  it  has  aided  in  upholding  the  dignity  of  the  military  ceremonies 
80  essential  to  army  discipline;  ahove  all,  these  services  have  heen  a 
means  of  huilding  morale.
